most commercial nations of the world as showing in- 
creases in 1914, but China's exports to America were 
practically all made up of shipments of gold to New 
York in connection with German banking activities at 
Shanghai. The silk export business suffered a loss of 
$20,000,000, due directly to the war. France has been 
one of the heaviest consumers of Chinese silk. Cotton 
yarn and sugar imports fell off $12,000,000, and the 
restrictions placed=ss' opium accounts for $4,000,000 of 
the decrease in trade.

Shanghai taels to approximately 
39,000,000 taels— 


$31,547,500—for the year, .the returns from the salt taxes 
became «enormous—having reached $23,343,125. Salt 
taxes, therefore, now constitute China's foremost source 
of revenue. These revenues. In addition to meeting the 
Boxsr indemnity and other expenses, contributed millions 
of dollars to support the government's admiulstrati-src 
policies.

On the whole the survey of conditions in China, allow- 


ing for the effects of the war, show that the country is 
on the eve of 6. notable commercial, industrial and trade 
development 
The people are awakening to their pos- 


sibilities. 
The industrial development will cause de- 


creases in some cf'the present big items of imports, but 
other lines will vastly increase. Japan and the com- 
mercial nations of Europe will watch the changes closely 
and quickly adapt their local conditions to meet them. 
Will America do likewise? 


The health commissioner of New York Ciry says there
